Gould’s land, thence easterly on the south line of the land of M.S. 
Howard and Barker B. Churchil\, to the south-east corner of said 
Churchill’s land, thence northerly on ‘the east line of said Churchill to

An inventory and appraisal of the personal property at the Alms- 
House was made on the 26th of February, 1857, which amounts, at par 
cash value, to $1,453 94,—an increase over last year’s appraisal of $3 45. 

The produce of the Farm has been as follows:—35 tons of hay; 75 
bushels of oats; 9 do. wheat; 2 do. India wheat; 14 do. rye; 175 do. 
corn; 4 do. beans; 1 do. peas; 155 do. potatoes; 20 do. carrots; 2 do. 
turnips ; 2 do. beets; 1 do. onions; 80 heads of cabbage ; 60 chickens ; 
34 turkeys; 6 calves; 566 pounds of butter; 702 do. cheese; 1431 do. 
pork ; 800 do. beef; 74 do. wool. ° 

It is thought that the grain, provisions, &c., are sufficient for the sea- 
son, except flour.

SCHOOL HOUSES. 


In District 11, the tax-payers have shown commendable zeal and 
liberality in building a model School-House and completing it with 
ventilator and blinds. This is the most spacious and symmetrical 
School-Room in town. ‘The influence on the scholars was apparent. 

The house used for a School-Room in No. 1, is quite unfit for that 
purpose; and the site seems by nature, adapted to some such building. 
We hope for the credit of the Disttict and the well-being of the youth 
therein, we shall ere long see a model School-House on an eligible and 
ample lot, somewhere in that wealthy, thriving and prolific District. 

The houses in Nos. 7 and 10, should be re-modelled, to be adapted 
to the wants of the Schools. In both Districts they have large Schools 
and good thorough scholars. 

The Grammar-Room in No. 6, would be greatly improved at a mod- 
erate expense, by taking out the forms and desks, and putting in some 
of modern construction.

PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEES. 


Prudential Committees should exercise all care in selecting teachers 
adapted to their respective Schools—have them seasonably engaged ; 
and see that they fill their Registers accurately and fully, before paying 
them for their services. On this last point the laws are strict—holding 
Prudential Committees responsible for all monies paid teachers, who 
have failed to fill out their Register. 

Teachers should be punctual at the General Examination, and be 
prepared for it, by being familiar with their Text-Books, especially the 
rudiments. ‘The rudiments are the key to all future improvement in 
the study. 

Parents should allow of no backbiting of teachers by their children ; 
and be careful not to participate in this obnoxious vice themselves. 

Our Schools, as a whole, have done nobly the past year. The Sum- 
mer School in No. 2 is worthy of all praise. The Teacher and Misses 
seemed emulous in accomplishments and thorough scholarship; and the’ 
Masters strove manfully not to be outdone in either. It was pleasant 
to pass a session in the School-Room. In this School we hada good 
exercise in singing by teacher and pupils. 

The Summer Schools in Nos. 2, 4, 6, (Primary and Principal,) 7, 8, 
9 and 16, were all good Schools. ‘n the others, there was not quite so 
good order; still, I could not detect, any unalterable deficiency in the| | 
qualifications, as teachers of either in these Schools. 

Nos. 5 and 10 closed one week earlier than expected, and were not, 
visited at the close. | 

In Nos. 12,13 and 14, there was no Summer Term. In 15,no Win- 
ter Term. 

I did not find at the close a decidedly poor Winter School. 

It was gratifying to find so good a Winter School in No.1. Here 
order had come out of confusion, as too often found in years past. De- 
cision and perseverance, must have been put in requisition, to accom- 
plish-so much, against such odds. 

In No. 11, there was a marked uaprovement in all respects. This is 
a large School of comparatively yeung scholars; and demands a great 
deal of labor on the part of the teachers; and great care should be ex- 
ercised in their selection; not having too much regard to wages. 

No. 12 closed without notice. 

The teacher in No. 8, was rather yonng for the School, but is an ar- 
dent scholar, and, I doubt not, will make a successful teacher. 

The Schools are improving decidedly in Penmanship. In many of 
the Districts, this branch has been, for years, grievously neglected. A 
portion of time should be devoted to it every day, if possible, of each 
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Many towns and districts, in our State, are putting into their School-
